j These Ktiggrctlon* M»jr Prevent Tour Horse 
From lining l.uine. 

The perfect shoo rests ouly on the horn 
to defend the hoof front wearing out, 
and it sboul l not cover the sole or frog 
of the healthy foot. Have the shin* just 
as wide at the heels as the lie* la are spurt 
and no wider. If the shoes are wider 
apart at the heels than tho quarters, they 
will act as u lever when he steps on 
stones or on uneven ground, straining 
his pastern joints, causing them to stock 
when ho stands over night. 

Some men (who think they know more 
about the horse’s foot than the Creator) 
cannot get tin ir horses' sh< »-s wide euough 
at tho heel, and the consequence is the 
hoof crushes down between the heels of 
the shoe, and tho whole weight of the 
horse comes on tho weakest part of his 
hoof until his quarters and frog touch 
the ground between the heels of tho shoe, 
pressing his heels together. 

There is nothing like experience if 
you can learn it. Tho second horse I 
owned was a 2-year-old colt, very tine 
haired, and consequently had very thin 
horn on her feet. Her feet were good, 
hut rather flat, but 1 "knew it all" then 
and was going to have high he Ison her 
No I shod her with a heavy, strong shoe, 
with wide web at the toe. and I nailed i« 
OU so that it did not touch the heels, tc 
make the heels grow high. Tho effect 
was just the opposite to what I wished. 
Her heels grew weaker, and in 18 months 
she could siHrcely walk without her 
shoes, and her h- of-* grew in the *haj>e 
cf a daw by the pull of the shoe on tht 
toe. 

If von wii.li to turn your horse l*aro- 
foot, take the siloes off as soon as the fall 
nuns soften the ground. With sharp 
pinchers cut the horn to within half an 
inch of the -ole. Hasp off Tne sharp edges 
so they v ill not split when be goes over ' 
rough roads, or you can turn him bare- ; 
foot any tiino if you don't use him on 1 
hard roads until his feet get hanleued or 
tough. It make* a horse's feet soft und 
tender to shoe them, tho same us a person, 
and by going barefoot the feet of manor 
beast will get tough and sound. . 

A hone do- »n't need to lx- shod unit-** 
the horn is worn off even with the6olo. so 
he will slip around on the slippery places 
and wear his feet ont very fast, lint so 
long as the horn comes below the sole, so 
that ns be -lands on an even surface 1 
nothing touches but the horn, your borne 
is Is-tti-r off without shoeing: but don't i 
let him go without shoeing until the 
horn und sole are worn so thin that you 
can pre.-s on them with your thumb and 
make him flinch. Don't risk your hunt 
on icy roads unlc.-s ho is rough sli d.

shedding in the fall, a in. eau carry 
tho shoes twice as It Ag without injury 
to tlio feet a-* liocau in the tpritig nr sum- 
mer, r.s the hoof grows ut least twice us 
fast win u he- his sliedding his coat. Meu 
nro apt to forget how long a time it is 
until one shoe is cast, and nteu would 
say that tho ahtK-s hud only Iai-ii on a 
mouth, and I woul 1 show them the dates 
on my books. It would bo three mouths 
nnd I have ku >wn thorn to leave ter 
shoes cm lix tana i ds. 

A shoo should not stay on more loan 
two months on any horse, and 40 days is 
about tlio avenge if the f'-t-t uro dressed 
properly. A horse resting for a mouth 
should have his shoes tain n off. us he is ' 
better without them. If they were 
taken oil every day and put on ouly 
when 1"..- go>-s to Ins work, it would tie 
best for bis feet. All horses (or all work 
would be better without shoes, only that 
they would wear their feet out or slip 
S > if we can kt-rp Ins fi-et from wearing 
or siipiuug tho pur [x »sc is accoinplisheil. 

A young horse Ih fore he is shod will 
step high and springy . like u eat, but aft- 
er lie is shod a few mouths lie will thun- 
der his feet down so you can hear him a 
mile away, jarring his joints from the 
hoof up. Let any one who disputes tins 
try it by breaking to ride without shoes, 
ami then get him shod. He will be con- 1 
vinced. — George Hates iu New York 
Tribune
